ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


My fifth annual report now presented explains details 
of school administration in this town and answers questions 
which parents ask from time to time. The usual statistical 
tables are included for present information and for future 
reference when the occasion may arise. 


When the school calendar for the ensuing year is pub- 
lished among other statistics, many people fail to find it 
and are uncertain about dates of opening and closing of 
school and days when no school sessions are expected. 
To remove that difficulty, the 1948-1949 calendar is presented 
with explanantions at: the beginning of this report. 


A recent ruling from the office of the Commissioner 
-of education makes a school year of at least 180 days 
mandatory. That requirement necessitates a year of 38 _ 
weeks without much flexibility, if schools are to close near 
the middle of June. The calendar follows:

Time lost on account of illness or bad weather should 
be made up in Saturday sessions immediately following the 
lost sessions. 


From time to time, questions are asked about our testing 
program and the uses we make of the information obtained 
from those tests. An annual test of mental ability is given 
in grades one and four. A different test is used for each grade 
Achievement tests are given at approximately the middle’ 

-of each year. The results of the mental tests are not used 
definitely to label a child as slow, bright or superior. They 
are used as a general guide for teachers who try to meet indi- 
‘vidual needs of children and they enable us also to determine 
‘whether a given child is working up to the limit of his 
indicated capacity. The results of achievement tests enable 
us to determine what parts of a pupil’s work need more 
attention and at what points we can give the most help. 
‘The tests used are sufficiently well standardized to give a 
very accurate picture of accomplishment at any period 
during the school year. A second achievement test is given 
later in the year to those pupils who showed marked defici- 
-encies on the first one for the purpose of determining how — 
much improvement has been made and how effective have 
been the measures we adopted for help. The results of 
-achievement tests and the actual daily work done by pupils 
are the two determining factors in decision about promotions’ 
My experience has shown me that promhtion for those 
-about whose future success there may be a reasonable doubt 
zs not a kindness or a help to them. In every case the Sup- 
-erintendent and the teacher make every effort to reach a de~ 


-etsion which will be for the ultimate good of the pupil. 
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Wentworth teachers, in conjunction with elementary 
teachers in all other towns in this Union, with the exception 
of Plymouth, are at work on the developement of a program 
ol Conservation teaching. The particular phase of con- 
servation we are considering is that of Conservation of 
Water Resources. In this undertaking we have an opportunity” 
to do some valuable pioneer work which ought to benefit 
the State as a whole and particularly our children in this town.. 


Transportation problems in this town have increased 
in the past few years. The Atwell Hill route, the wearing, 
out of transportation conveniences and the increased cost 
of services and materials of operation, have furnished- 
those problems. Our transportation bill has increased’ 
according!y. So long as all Wentworth pupils can be ade- 
quately housed in the Village School it is my opinion 
that no thought should be given to re-opening any school 
now closed even though teachers could be procured. It is: 
likewise my opinion that we are purchasing transportation 
at a fair and reasonable cost when all other factors involved 
are taken into consideration. As the cost of transportation 
rises we are fortunate to have the increased amount of State- 
Aid which materially lightens the taxpayer’s burden. 


Music instruction under Mr. Stephen E. Childs has pro-- 
gressed very satisfactorily this year. Accomplishments 
noted in the limited allotted to music in each school suggests. 
that our pupils would profit enormously by extending that 
time. Such extension of time would be possible if Wentworth 
together with other town in the Union 48, can see its 
way clear to help finance employment of a music teacher 
on a five day per week basis instead of two and one half. 
days as at present. I am recommending in all of my towns 
that every effort be made to finance an extended music: 
program. My desire to get pupils this added advantage is 
made keen because my own school days did not give me the. 
benefit of music instruction, and the lack of it has always. 
been felt. 
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At the time this report is written the approximate amount 
of State Aid that may be expected in December 1948 has 
not been announced but it seems reasonable to assume 
that it will be very near the amount that was received in 1947. 
Thr primary purpose of increased State Aid is not tax 
reduction but an expansion and improvement of educational 
opportunity within the district which received the aid. 
The use of 1947 State Aid was restrictedby action of the State 
legislature but, beyond that one year, school districts may 
spend State Aid funds at their discretion. If Went- 
worth chooses to use State Aid money in accordance with 
the true purpose for which it is granted, steady improvement 
in our schools can be realized without undue financial 
burden to the town. 

My conclusion is an expression of appreciation to the 
people of Wentworth and to members of the school board 
for the courtesy and fine cooperation which it heen en my 
privilege to enjoy during the past year.

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FOREST FIRE PROBLEM SERIOUS 


The year 1947 Was one of the worst periods of drouth 
and forest fire occurence in eastern United States history. 
Lack of water ruined crops, lowered water levels and dried. 
up brooks everywhere. Three months of deficient rainfall and: 
abnormally high temperatures resulted in many fires which 
were mostly well controlled and kept within bounds. Only 
the high winds beginning October 23rd caused a few fires: 
to escape beyond immediate control. These few fires resulted 
in burning some 15,000 acres and the loss of 63 or more: 
buildings in four New Hampshire towns. 

All October fires were costly. They burned deeply 
in the ground and required day and night patrol of large 
crews of men until the rains came late in October. Towns 
which escaped from serious fire might casily have been 
in the midst of the most serious con#agrations we had. 

Governor Dale closed the woods effective at midnight 
of October 15th. With the blow-up of October 28rd, a 
second proclamation closed all back roads and authorized 
_towns to inaugurate patrol. ‘The effect of this was to cut 
down subsequent fires for the rest of the dry period. 

Local fire warden forces performed an admirable job 
to hold the more than 200 fires that occurred during this 
Jctober period. Many men were taxed to the utmost 
as the emergency continued. To them and to all who did 
their work, the people of New Hampshire owe a debt of 
gratitude. The state forest fire control agency based on 
local town wardens and town crews wherever adequately 
equipped rose to the occasion and met the test in whatever: 
town their services were needed. 
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It is now time to take stock of our fire fighting facilities 
for the season ahead and to make them:adequate where 
necessary. To this end town fire plans and training programs 
for wardens, deputies and other key men in each. district 
are being arranged or in progress. If equipment and tools 
are insufficient properly to equip the available manpower 
jn each community with the right tools for the job, they 
should be provided for at once. The yearly addition of 
fire tools to the town supply will generally need to be built 
up. The state sells tools to the towns and shares one half 
their cost. Good equipment is important and can greatly 
help to keep both damage and fire cost at a minimum. 


For many years we have requested our wardens not 
to issue burning permits except on rainy days. This regu- 
lation will be in effect again this year as it is one of the best 
means of assuring such fires from getting out of control. 
Nine out of every ten fires can be prevented, 98 percent 
of all fires being due to human carelessness. Be sure to 
get a permit for any fire In or near woodland when the 
ground is free from snow. Pe sure your fires are always out 
before you leave them. Help us in getting the traveling 
public to keep from throwing out lighted matches or cig- 
arettes. Be careful of all fires in or near woodland.
